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INTRODUCTION. 



Ernsi' Adam von Wildenbruch was bom at Beyrout in 
Syria on the 3d of February, 1845, where his father held 
the office of Prussian consul general. In 1847 hi? parents 
returned to Berlin. A few years later his father accepted 
the position as ambassador at Athens and subsequently 
at Constantinople. In his twelfth year von Wildenbruch 
returned to Germany with his mother to continue his edu- 
cation at the " Paedagogium " at Halle-on-the-Saale and the 
French Gymnasium at Berlin. He left this latter school in 
order to enter a military academy (Kadettenkorps) in 
Potsdam. In 1861 he became an officer of the "First 
Guards." In 1865 he resigned his commission as officer 
in the regular army, although he subsequently participated 
in the campaigns of 1866 and 1870. He resumed his 
studies in the Gymnasium Burg near Magdeburg, then 
studied law at the University of Berlin and entered the 
civil service. 

In later life he received a number of distinctions, such as 
the degree of Ph.D. honoris causa from the University of 
Jena, the title of "Legationsrat" from the Emperor, and 
the Schiller and the Grillparzer prizfes. 

Von Wildenbruch died January 15, 1909. He was 
considered one of the most successful and talented of the 
younger German dramatists. A number of his plays have 
been performed with great success in most German cities. 
Such are : —

tion, 1884) (translated into English by V. Heller, Phila- 
delphia, 1891) ; Der Mennonit (3d edition, 1886) ; Vdter 
und Söhne (1882) ; Christoph Marlow (1884) (as a char- 
acter study, perhaps his most important) \ Die Quitzaws 
(1888) ; Der Generalfeldobersi ; Der neue Herr (1891). 

In the "Dramencyklus" Heinrich und Heinrichs Ge^ 
schlecht (1895) ^^ returns to the study of early German 
history. His dramatic genius is displayed in his historic 
plays and it is in them that he is most successful as a poet 

Von Wildenbiuch has also published a number of 
short stories and novels, of which Der Meister von Tanagra 
(6th edition, 1892), a story of artist life, Kinderthrdnen 
(8th edition, 1892), Neue Novellen (1885), and Das edle 
Blut are among the best. 

His Lieder und Gesänge (1877), and Dichtungen und 
Balladen (1884) contain many powerful ballads and 
hymns, the most impressive of which is doubtless Das 
Hexenlied. 

Das edle Blut had already reached its one hundred and 
ninth thousand in 19 10. It is considered one of ihe best 
of VVildenbruch's short stories. The descriptions bear 
witness to the author's power of observation and of real- 
istic reproduction. Each character in the story is clearly 
and carefully drawn, true to life in every detail. We can- 
not help admiring his simple, easy style, his keen psychi- 
cal analyses of boyhood and his wonderful delineation of 
human nature.
